airliner. Ail observer said 
the body of a baby was re­ 
covered. 
According to observers at 
the contused scene one man 
ami one woman were taken 
out alive, one dying shortly 
thereafter in an ambulance. 
The airliner was cut in 
two by the collision and 
v reck age of both planes was 
scattered over a wide area. 
The airliner, with 49 passengers 
and a crew of four, was on route 
from New York to Washington. 
The P-38, a one-place ship, was 
piloted by a Bolivian airman. 
A i r p o r t 
officials 
said they 
feared there were "no survivors” 
of the crash. 
The greatest previous loss of life 
in any 
American 
plane disaster 
totaled S3. 
Doubt Any Survivors 
A spokesman at Washington na­ 
tional 
airport

ice: 
“Were there any survivors?’ 
He answered: 
“ I doubt it.” 
The operations spokesman said 
that the P-38 came toward 
the 
airport in an extended, swift dive 
and crashed into the DC-4 400 
feet off the ground as the big 
commercial airliner approached to 
land.
